‘The Hon. Russell T. Kelley, Pro- 
vincial Chairman of the National 
Clothing Collection for Ontario an- 
nounces that the Ontario quota has 
been set at 6 million pounds. 

As the Province bas a population 
of four million, if the quota is to 
be achieved, every man, woman 
and child must donate at least one 
and а һа! pounds of serviceable 
wearing apparel or bedding said 
Mr. Kelley, Uniess Ontario, and the 
rest of Canada, together with other 
of the World's more fortunate pop- 
ulations, answer their appeal, In- 
ternational Relief Agencies esti- 
mate that 130 million people, jn- 
cluding 25 million children, face 
death from cold and sickness be- 
cause of exposure next winter in 
Europe, as an aftermath of World 
War П.
